1. Between 813 April 1947 about 600-700 nuval troops arrived by Junkers 52 at 
Putnits Airfield where they are now stationed, They are nainly ef tha 1926~ 
1928 Clase and are derk-ekinned Armenien types. The FPN of the unit fe 
331765 the name of the airfield adjutant is Peter Shuvalov. 


2, Apart from the nevly-arrived naval treap, some fifteen Red Army men heve been : 
stationed permanently on the airfield for some months. They have the word, 
Ukraine", on their shoulder~tabs.
